The talk in the lobbies is larg ely m reg ard 
to what will t>e done about the Anarchists. 
A resolution protesting ag ainst the execu­ 
tion of these men will undoubtedly be intro­ 
duced, but whether or not it will be passe 1 is 
uncertain, and there is a strong feeling that 
the assembly should let the Anarchists alone. 
One of the deleg ates expressed the sentiments 
of many when ho said: “ I feel that these men 
were not fairly tried and doomed to death, 
but they are not working men. 
As Knig hts 
o f Labor, wo have nothing to do with them. 
Their case is not one that can properly come 
before the g ensral assembly. ” 
When the assembly reconvened at 3 p. m. 
the credentials committee had their report 
ready. 
It showed that 185 deleg ates were en­ 
titled to seats, and that five contests had been 
referred to the body for its disposition. 
The 
first of these—that of Buchanan, the Chicag o 
Labor editor who seek* to represent a Col­ 
orado constituency—was at once taken up. 
Protests ag ainst bis elig ibility had boon filed 
by nearly every local assembly in the state, 
and the report of the committee was adverse 
to his claims.

Learn in g here that Ro so cran s was b etween 
the two p o in ts last n amed, he sen t a disp atch 
to Van Do rn to jo in him, an d, assu min g 
the o ffen siv e, attack Co rin th.

Bo liv ar, was to attack Price fro m the n o rth. 
1 he p lan o f b attle in v o lv ed the cru shin g o f 
the latter b etween an u p p er an d n ether mill­ 
sto n e. 
Ord had 8,000 men an d Ro eecran s 
0,000. 
Ord’s co lu mn , acco mp an ied b y G ran t, 
reached Bu rn sv ille, six miles fro m Iu k a, o n 
the ISth, an d arran gem en ts were made fo r 
the co mb in ed attack at 4 :3 0 the fo llo win g 
mo rn in g. 
Ro so cran s, ho wev er, hav in g b een 
detain ed b y the co n ditio n o f the ro ads, sen t 
wo rd after midn ight that he was still twen ty 
miles distan t ami co u ld u o t arriv e b efo re the 
n ex t aftern o o n . Thereu p o n Ord was directed 
to remain q u iet u n til he heard firin g in the 
so u th, which wo u ld in dicate the arriv al o f 
his co adju to r. 
Price, who was fu lly aw are o f tho se mo v e­ 
ments, had p o sted his men in an adv an tage­ 
ous p o sitio n o n a hill co mman din g the ro ad, 
and when the head o f the m archin g co lu mn 
of Ro secran s ap p eared, 
poured in a terrib ly 
destructive fire. 
The Federals, check ed and 
hamp ered b y the b ro k en gro u n d an d den se 
undergrowth, were unable to deploy their 
full force, u n d in consequence were thrown 
into confusion and driven 
b ack with the loss 
of nine guns. 
The fighting continued until 
dark and was bitter and bloody . 
Rosecrans 
reported his losses at 144 killed, 5DS wounded, 
and 40 missing; total, 783, nearly 700 of 
which were in Hamilton’s division, 
which 
brought only 2,800 men into action. The 
Confederate loss, as reported by Price, was 
86 killed and 403 wounded. Among the for­ 
mer was Gen. Henry Little, who commanded 
ona of the divisions. 
. Owing to tbs contrary direction of the 


« rind the sound o f the fTHng was not beard 
by Gens. Grant and Ord, who were awaiting 
the signal on the opposite side of Iuka, and a 
dispatch having miscarried, the news of the 
battle was u n k n o w n 
to them u n til the n^xt 
morning. 
During tic* night Price retreated 
in n southeasterly d ire c tio n by the only ave­ 
nue left open, and shortly afterward, on the 
23th, effected ft junction with Van Dorn in 
a c c o rd a n c e with the agreement which had 
been made between them.
